Many locals are feeling 
mighty sick upon hearing the 
news that our hospital may be 
closing its doors to emergencies 
and acute care services. 

A meeting was held last 
Wednesday afternoon, with 
members of Health Authority 5 
and local politicians and busi¬ 
ness people in attendance, to 
discuss the possibility of the 
Didsbury Hospital becoming a 
long term care facility. 

Town of Didsbury Council¬ 
lor Judy Kaupp was in attend¬ 
ance at the meeting and says 
that she came away with more 
questions of the health author¬ 
ity than answers. 

"I got the impression that 
this is all very preliminary, 
which I find a little disturbing," 
Kaupp said. "They didn't appear 
to have any real plans." 

Kaupp says that instead of 
handling emergencies and acute 
care patients, the authority will 
be sending them to Olds. She 
said that the authority proposed 
having a clinic in the hospital 
that may go into the evening, so 
that Didsburians will have ac¬ 
cess to a doctor if need be. 

Kaupp says that although 


the meeting wasn't what she 
had expected, she's not all that 
surprised at the authority's 
plans. 

"We've been seeing it coming 
for a long time. They've been 
steadily eroding the services 
lately," she said. 

Town of Didsbury Mayor, 
Ray Lea, says that he's ready for 
battle with the Health Author¬ 
ity in the hopes of keeping these 
vital services. 

"Are we going to do some¬ 
thing about it? You bet. Were 
going to use whatever measures 
we can legally to save our hospi¬ 
tal," Lea said. 

Lea, who was not privy to 
last week’s meeting, says that 
he's not attacking the health 
authority personally, but that 
"we're just concerned about our 
hospital." 

"We need to get through to 
the Health Minister and the 
Health Authority about how 
important our hospital is here," 
Lea said. "If we lose that hospi¬ 
tal, as far as I'm concerned, it's 
going to hurt us badly." 

Mayor Lea agrees with Kaupp 
in that he's also surprised that 
it took the authority this long 
to consider this decision. 


"We're ofT in the panhandle of 
this health region and I think 
we're kind of a pain in his 
keister," was Lea's logic on why 
the authority would consider 
such a move. 

”1 can't understand their line 
of thinking. Believe me, I can't," 
he said. 

Jim Ramsbottom, the Chief 
Executive Officer for Health 
Authority 5, says that this deci¬ 
sion is not final yet and that he 
wants to discuss the issue more 
before deciding anything. 

Ramsbottom feels that this 
consideration is a positive one 
for the authority. 

"We're looking at trying to do 
some positive things to provide 
some stability," he said. "It de¬ 
pends on how you look at it. 
Some of its positive, but some of 
it may be negative to certain 
individuals.” 

Ramsbottom is rather tight 
lipped about exactly what the 
health authority is planning for 
the Didsbury Hospital, but says 
that they are looking at imple¬ 
menting programs specifically 
with the David Thompson 
Health Authority. 

”1 can't really get involved in 
talking about it right now," 


Ramsbottom said. "But, it's not 
going to be just a long term care 
facility." 

He feels that it's in the best 
interest of the authority to spe¬ 
cialize the Didsbury hospital. 

'We want to enhance the pro¬ 
grams at both sites, not dupli¬ 
cate them," he said of the Dids¬ 
bury and Olds hospitals. "It's 
unfortunate that you have two 
major facilities in the area that 
are such a short distance apart." 

Ramsbottom re-enforced the 
fact that a decision has not been 
made yet, but says that if these 
plans were to be implemented, 
they would take effect "anywhere 
from May to June." 

"Something will happen," he 
concluded. "Whatever format it 
happens in is yet to be seen." 

Our local doctors don't seem 
to be happy about the possibil¬ 
ity of HA5 changing the hospi¬ 
tal's format. 

Dr. Marc Puts, who trans¬ 
ferred from Saskatchewan with 
his wife this past fall, says that 
his family feels betrayed by what 
the authority is proposing. 

"1 feel that we've been be¬ 
trayed, cheated, misled and all 
that," Puts said. 

"If they shut down the hospi¬ 


tal, I would feel lied to and I 
would take them to court," Puts 
said about his recent transfer to 
our area. 

Puts says that the doctors 
had a meeting with Ramsbottom 
and other members of the au¬ 
thority and that "Ramsbottom 
walked out after only 15 min¬ 
utes of the meeting." 

"I found it insulting," Puts 
said. "The way it's presented is 
disgusting." 

We have to open war. We 
have to give them a strong mes¬ 
sage that we're not going to take 
this," Puts said. "We will not 
close it down. We will make a lot 
of noise." 

Mayor Lea agrees that some¬ 
thing must be done about this 
possible situation and is asking 
the residents of Didsbury to put 
their concerns in writing and 
send them to both MLA Richard 
Marz and the provincial health 
minister, Halvert Johnson. 

Ramsbottom says that more 
talks are planned for this week 
sometime about the authority's 
plans. 

Other meetings are being 
planned around town to draw 
up a plan of action as to how to 
save our hospital.

"These needles are awful at¬ 
tractive from a kid's point of 
view." 

Woolnough says that the sy¬ 
ringes were taken to the hospi¬ 
tal for them to be properly dis¬ 
posed of. 

Our biggest concern is from a 
health point of view," he said.

Apparently a small fire had 
been built behind the swimming 
pool and a spoon and the sy¬ 
ringes, one of them with blood 
in it, were spotted there. 

Woolnough says that it looks 
like something was "being 
cooked there."

Home-based business is 
really booming in Didsbury

The Planning and Develop¬ 
ment sector at Town Office has 
noticed an unusually large 
number of home-based busi¬ 
nesses sprouting up in Dids¬ 
bury recently. Of the 76 home- 
based businesses currently li¬ 
censed in Didsbury, about 20 
have started within the past 
year. 

The criteria of a home-based 
business is simply anyone that 
is offering a service within, or 
operating from, their home. 
According to Carolyn Brown of 
Planning and Development for 


$65 for those who are doing the 
actual work in their home. 

There is then about a two- 
week waiting period while the 
Town places notices around the 
community, giving citizens an 
opportunity to raise any con¬ 
cerns they may have regarding 
the proposed business, such as 
noise or parking problems. 

Finally, a residential busi¬ 
ness license is issued, which 
costs $100 a year. For tempo¬ 
rary businesses, such as door- 
to-door sales or peddlers from 
out of town, monthly licenses 
can be obtained for $ 15 a month. 


the Town, most of the home- 
based businesses currently op¬ 
erating are service-based, such 
as construction, custom sewing 
or crafts, janitorial services, and 
handymen. 

Any business operating from 
a residential address is required 
to have a business licence, and 
Brown says that getting a li¬ 
cence is a fairly simple proce¬ 
dure. 

First, the applicant must fill 
out a form and pay a one-time 
application fee. This fee is $40 
for those who only have a busi¬ 
ness office in their home, and

Here's a little story that will 
make your stomachs turn. 

This past week I received a 
phone call from one of the local 
police officers, saying that a pile of 
used needles had been found be¬ 
hind the swimming pool. 

He told me that it looked like a 
fire had been lit and that somebody 
might have been "cooking some¬ 
thing," as a spoon was also found 
at the scene. 

I immediately felt a little sick to 

my stomach. 

It's hard to believe that someone could be so reckless as 
to leave almost a dozen used syringes, one with blood in it, 
at a location so central to our community as the swimming 
pool. Children are in and out of that building all the time. 
There is a playground only a short distance away and the 
arena is always busy with hockey games and figure skating. 

What if a child had found the needles and poked himself 
with it? I would think that a needle would be an interesting 
find to a small child. How is he to know about AIDS, 
Hepatitis C and other such diseases? 

My first thought, upon hearing this news, was "Who the 
heck uses needles to get high in a town as small as 
Didsbury?" I had lived in Calgary for three years before 
coming here, and I expected to see things like used needles 
and the such there, but not in Didsbury. 

After really thinking about it, I stopped and realized how 
naive I was being. I come from resort town in British 
Columbia where drug use runs rampant. It was something 
that I saw everyday of high school, and not just softer drugs 
like marijuana. 

There are only a few more thousand people who live there 
than here and drugs like heroin and cocaine are easily 
accessible, so then 1 thought, why not Didsbury? 

If I, a newspaper person who is supposed to be objective 
and open to all sorts of twisted ideas, found this incident a 
little hard to believe, I wondered how others in the commu¬ 
nity would react. 

Parents, this is not something to turn a blind eye to. 
Don't think that just because we live in a quiet, little town 
like Didsbury, that drugs aren't in abundance here. 

I'm not saying that Didsbury is pushing to be the "Drug 
Capital of Alberta," but obviously if a pile of used needles 
were found in town, there is a problem. 

Don't think that if you only talk to your children once 
about drugs and how to say no,’ that they will never come 
across it again in their lives. It's a daily battle and only you 
can give them the ammunition that they need to win. 

My advice would be to make yourselves informed first. 
Learn about what is on the streets and what people are 
doing, and then give this information to your children. Talk 
to them regularly about drugs. At least then you can feel 
safe in knowing that they have some concept of what drugs 
can do. 

I'm sorry if I'm sounding a bit like one of those public 
service announcements you see on television, but I guess 
that's what this is. I just wanted to let Didsburians know 
that you are never safe from the effects of drugs, no matter 
where you live.

"Something as simple as al¬ 
lowing the dollars to follow 
the patient to the facility of 
their choice would instantly 
force providers to improve both 
their quality and timeliness of 
service," insisted Mr. Reil. 
"Let's put the patient back in 
charge." 

The Alberta First Party sees 
the Klein government's at¬ 
tempt to contract out the de¬ 
livery of some health care serv¬ 
ices to the private sector as 
missing the boat. 

Party president John Reil 
claims the Klein Tory proposal 
does nothing to address the 
underlying problems within 
the health care delivery sys¬ 
tem. 

"When are we going to look 
at the overall health care sys¬ 
tem and introduce incentives 
to make it more effective and 
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efficient? The contracting to 
private facilities doesn't 
change the problems with a 
centrally planned system; it 
only changes who gets the 
blame," Mr. Reil explained. 

The problem with the Klein 
government proposal lies in 
the fact that the location, the 
quantity, and the quality of 
health care will still be deter¬ 
mined by government. 

"Until the demands of the 


patient become the basis for 
determining the delivery of our 
health care system, we will 
always be saddled with large 
lines, poor service, and waste," 
stated Reil. 

Patient choice would ensure 
that where there is a demand 
for health care, there will also 
be an appropriate supply, and 
that is the single tier health 
care system Albertans both 
desire and deserve.

Have compassion for small 
animals around the house 


Dear Editor, 

The more the little creature 
struggled, the worse his plight 
became. His feet were stuck to 
the floor by the thick glue he 
had stepped in, so it hurt to 
move his legs. And it was get¬ 
ting hard to breathe. After many 
hours of suffering, he died from 
suffocation, dehydration, stress 
and injury. 

This is the painful fate of 
mice or rats that are caught in 
devices called glue boards or 
glue traps. Commonly sold in 
hardware departments, these 
devices consist of a piece of card¬ 
board covered with a very sticky, 
glue-like substance, sometimes 
with an added scent to attract 
rodents. They don't require set¬ 
ting and they can catch more 
than one animal at a time. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Humane Societies urges the 
public not to use these terribly 
cruel traps and asks retailers 
not to stock them. Although 
many people consider mice and 
rats to be pests, they are living 
beings that can suffer and feel 
pain. 

Mice and rats have adapted 
very successfully to living in 
close proximity to humans, and 
indeed thrive in a completely 
indoor environment. However, 
they can do considerable dam¬ 
age and may carry diseases and 
parasites that can be harmful to 
people and pets. It is therefore 
advisable to address the situa¬ 
tion when a mouse or rat inva¬ 
sion occurs in a residential build¬ 
ing. 

When wild animals come into 
our homes, we must remember 
that simply removing these ani¬ 
mals doesn't solve the problem, 
since other animals will make 
their way in through the same 
holes. All entry points must be 
sealed up. With mice, this 
presents quite a challenge be¬ 
cause the animals are so small. 
Mice can squeeze through open¬ 
ings the size of a dime and are 
superb climbers and jumpers. 

Another difficulty with mice 
compared to other types of wild¬ 
life is that it is next to impossi¬ 
ble to get them to leave volun¬ 
tarily. For this reason, and be¬ 
cause mice are such prolific 
breeders, trapping is often the 
only effective solution. Live trap¬ 
ping and release outside can be 
attempted if the traps are moni¬ 
tored frequently and the climate 
is suitable, although house mice 


are not adapted to living in the 
wild, so they may not survive. 
Deer mice, however, are native 
species and generally prefer to 
live outside in burrows. 

In most circumstances, quick 
killing snap traps are the most 
effective and humane method of 
solving a mouse invasion. The 
traps should be in good working 
condition to ensure a quick and 
humane death. They should be 
discarded after several uses as 
the spring may weaken and 
cause intense suffering and a 
lingering death. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Humane Societies encourages 
homeowners to have compas¬ 


sion and respect for all animals, 
even those that are unwelcome 
guests in their homes. Wild ani¬ 
mals are all opportunists seek¬ 
ing food and shelter to survive. 
If we don't provide them access 
to these things, then we can 
minimize conflicts with them. 

For more information on solv¬ 
ing conflicts with wild animals, 
CFHS has developed the Living 
With Urban Wildlife series. 
Factsheets are available on rac¬ 
coons, squirrels, skunks, mice, 
rats and pigeons.

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Transfer stations 
still going ahead

Recently a wrench has been 
attempted to be thrown into 
the wheels of progress for two 
new transfer stations to be 
placed in Didsbury and Car- 
stairs. 

Approval was given to the 
stations at the regular meet¬ 
ing of the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Solid Waste Authority 
in mid-November, pending 
approval of Alberta Environ¬ 
ment. 

Apparently, a letter was re¬ 
ceived from the Sundre mem¬ 
ber of the authority, stating 
that he didn't vote on this 
matter and now wishes the 
motion of the authority to be 
declared invalid. 

At the meeting, when the 
chairman called for a vote it 
appeared unanimous, and 
therefore didn't ask for oppo¬ 
sition. 

Wes Yeoman, Director of 
Engineering and Operational 
Services for the Town of Dids¬ 
bury and a member of the au¬ 
thority, says that this request 
is being ignored. 

"The opinion of the rest of 
the authority is that we re still 
going ahead," he said. "The 
project hasn't been delayed at 
all.” 

Yeoman says that it is not 
the rule of order at such a meet¬ 
ing to just not vote and then 


present a letter after the fact. 

He says that only five of the 
six members must agree on an 
issue to have a quorum, which 
the authority had on this mat¬ 
ter, and that the Sundre mem¬ 
ber is trying to make is sound 
like there wasn't a quorum. 

"We just don't understand 
where he's coming from," Yeo¬ 
man said. "The bottom line is 
that the meeting was con¬ 
ducted properly." 

Yeoman says that the 
Sundre member obviously has 
a reason to be against the 
transfer stations, but that he 
should have expressed it at 
the meeting. 

"It really caught everyone 
by surprise." 

Yeoman says that the only 
thing slowing down the 
progress of the two transfer 
stations is Alberta Environ¬ 
ment’s decision on the matter. 

"We're waiting on Alberta 
Environment and not the Town 
of Sundre," Yeoman said. 

"The authority is a body of 
all communities and you can't 
always get a unanimous vote 
and sometimes you just have 
to go with the majority.” 

Yeoman says that the feed¬ 
back the authority has received 
from Alberta Environment has 
been very positive and hopes a 
decision will be made in their 
favour in the near future. 



B&E suspects sought 

Didsbury RCMP are seeking public assistance in locating 
suspects responsible for a break, enter and theft at the Car- 
stairs CDM Pharmacy on Wednesday, October 27, 1999 in the 
early morning hours.

Crack down on impaired drivers 


There's a tougher attitude in 
Alberta, an attitude that won't 
stand for drinking and driving. 
Two changes signal this tough¬ 
ened attitude: a 10-year window 
instead of five for monitoring 
repeat drinking and driving of¬ 
fences, and the Administrative 
Licence Suspension (ALS) pro¬ 
gram. The result will be harsher 
consequences for drivers caught 
drinking and driving. 

"We talked to Albertans and 
we talked to the Provincial Im¬ 
paired Driving Committee. The 
results of these extensive con¬ 
sultations are tougher conse¬ 
quences that are swift, certain 
and severe," said Infrastructure 
Minister Ed Stelmach. 

Highlights of today's an¬ 
nouncements are: 

Monitoring of repeat offend¬ 
ers: 

•We will monitor repeat of¬ 
fenders for 10 years instead of 
five. A first, second, and third 
conviction within a 10-year pe¬ 
riod will receive a one, three or 
five year suspension and associ¬ 
ated interventions. 

ALS program: 

•an immediate suspension of 
your driver's licence 

•an automatic three-month 
driver's licence suspension or 
disqualification for drivers 
charged with providing a breath 
or blood sample more than .08 
or refusing to give a breath or 
blood sample 

• an automatic six month driv¬ 
er's licence suspension or dis¬ 


qualification if the offence re¬ 
sults in bodily harm or death 
•Alberta is the only jurisdic¬ 
tion that has instituted this in¬ 
creased penalty for a more seri¬ 
ous impaired driving offence 
causing injury or death 

•a 21-day temporary permit 
to allow the driver to set his or 
her affairs in order will be 
granted in both cases. 

The Canada Safety Council 
estimates that there are 16 mil¬ 
lion incidents of drunk driving 
every year in Canada. This sug¬ 
gests that there are many more 
incidents of impaired driving 
than there are charges laid. 

"The numbers make it clear 
that drinking and driving con¬ 
tinues to be a serious issue that 
requires tougher laws and regu¬ 
lations aimed at reducing the 
problem," said Dave Hancock, 
Minister of Justice and Attor¬ 
ney General. 

"The fact is, losing your li¬ 
cence automatically is an effec¬ 
tive deterrent that makes peo¬ 
ple less likely to drink and drive 
- ALS takes impaired drivers ofT 
the road and keeps them off the 
road longer." 

Drinking and driving is a 
deadly combination, killing 
about 100 people a year in Al¬ 
berta. In 1998, more than one in 
five drivers involved in fatal 
collisions had consumed alco¬ 
hol, making alcohol use a lead¬ 
ing factor in fatal crashes. 

"Impaired drivers are tough 
on Albertans and Alberta's po¬ 


lice now have a new tool to be 
tough on impaired drivers," said 
Chief John LaFlamme, Presi¬ 
dent, Alberta Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

"I congratulate the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta on today's an¬ 
nouncement. ALS gives Alber¬ 
ta's enforcement agencies a new 
tool to remove drunks from our 
roadways." 

"This is a very good day for 
People Against Impaired Driv¬ 
ing (PAID)," said president 
Eloise Leckie. "We've worked 
long and hard to have ALS in¬ 
troduced in Alberta to aid in the 
fight against impaired driving. 
In cooperation with Alberta In¬ 
frastructure, Alberta’s enforce¬ 
ment agencies and organizations 
like Students Against Drinking 
and Driving and Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving, we will 
continue to explore a broad 
range of measures to address 
this serious problem." 

Stelmach noted tougher im¬ 
paired driving legislation can¬ 
not work alone. Laws need to be 
coupled with strong enforce¬ 
ment and public information and 
education in order to increase 
safety on Alberta roads and re¬ 
duce injuries and deaths due to 
drinking and driving. 

By moving quickly on this 
legislation rather than waiting 
for full proclamation of the Traf¬ 
fic Safety Act, we are sending a 
strong signal that impaired driv¬ 
ing will not be tolerated in Al¬ 
berta. 
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Seniors receive a helping hand with their shopping

Meet Tracy McDufT. She's a 
mentally handicapped woman 
who has lived in Didsbury for 
about the past six years. For 
five of those years, she has been 
providing a much-needed and 
appreciated service to some of 
the seniors in town by doing 
their grocery shopping for them. 

Assisted by a regular day¬ 
time home care worker, Gemma 
Kelsall, McDuff does grocery 
deliveries two days a week. 

McDuff currently has about 
eight regular clients, but the 
number has been as high as 15. 
The service is completely free to 
the seniors, but McDuff does get 
paid by AG Foods for her work. 

A1 Schneider, manager of AG 
Foods, says that he was ap¬ 


proached by Padnoma Support 
Services, the agency that sup¬ 
ports McDufT, with the idea five 
years ago and he thought it was 
a cause worthy of the support 
and cooperation of AG Foods. 

"1 think it's a real asset for 
our seniors," Schneider said. ”1 
don't want to lose this, we want 
this group to continue." 

McDufT, who is now in her 
late thirties and has been handi¬ 
capped her whole life, is paid $3 
per grocery order over $50, $2 
per order under $50, and $1 for 
orders that are delivery only - 
that is, the seniors go to the 
store and shop for their own 
groceries, but McDufT delivers 
them to their homes. 

This may not sound like a 
lot, but as Kelsall points out,

they can do up to three large 
orders an hour. When asked 
what she planned to buy with 
the money she earned, McDufT 
replied "pop". 

Every Tuesday and Friday 
morning, McDufT and Kelsall 
accept grocery orders over the 
phone. They then go to AG 
Foods and pick up the items. All 
the groceries are put through 
the register and a receipt is 
made, which they take with them 
to the seniors' houses. The gro¬ 
ceries are dropped off and the 
seniors make out a cheque to 
AG Foods in the amount that is 
on the receipt, then McDufT and 
Kelsall take the cheque back to 
the store. In all, Kelsall says 
they are spending up to eight 
hours a week on the task. 

Myrtle Pedersen, her hus¬ 
band, and their handicapped son 
have been living in Didsbury for 
almost 20 years, and have been 
taking advantage of the conven¬ 
ient grocery service from its 
beginning five years ago. 


Pedersen says the service has 
been a tremendous help. 

"When these two girls are on, 
they pick up everything just 
right," Pedersen said. "I just 
don't know what I would do 
without grocery delivery." 

Kelsall says that she and 


McDufT could definitely handle 
more clients - on some Fridays 
they don't receive any grocery 
orders. For more information

Proposed health legislation will mean 
better service, more choice 

On November 16, Premier Ralph Klein went on television to discuss an important new law 
that will establish Alberta’s commitment to a publicly funded and publicly administered 
health system and enshrine Alberta’s commitment to the principles of the Canada Health Act. 
The proposed law will be introduced in the spring 2000 Session of the Legislature. 

The premier stressed that government is “firmly committed to the principles of the Canada 
1 lealth Act.” In outlining the details of the legislation, Premier Klein added, “there will be 
no two-tiered American-style health system; no American-style for-profit hospitals in Alberta 
and only one publicly funded health system.” 

In addition to protecting the existing system, the new law will help to improve access to 
surgical services, improve efficiency and reduce waiting lists. 

A full policy statement outlining the principles of the legislation is now available. Albertans 
are encouraged to call the number listed below to get a copy of the information and a text 
of the premier’s address. 


Protecting the principles of the health system 



The new health legislation will preserve and protect the fundamental principles of our health system 
and will be based on the ideas of universality, accessibility and excellence. 

The principles are: 


All Albertans will have fair and equitable 
access to insured services through a publicly 
funded and publicly administered health 
system.

No Albertan will pay for medically necessary 
surgical services. 

There will be no private hospitals 
outside of the public health system, 
no two-tiered health system and no paying 
for faster service. 


Regional Health Authorities will remain 
responsible for surgical services. 

Private providers may operate only under 
contract or agreement with a Regional 
Health Authority and only within the 
principles of the Canada Health Act.

A strict process for 
contract approvals 


Last February’s Health Summit 
recommended that government 
increase efforts to give Albertans 
more information on their health 
and health system. Therefore, 
all Albertans will now directly 
receive regular reports about 
plans and progress in the health 
system.

WHERE WF. ARE NOW, 
will be delivered to every 
home in Alberta starting 
the week of November 29th.

Any privately operated surgical facility will need to meet strict and 
thorough requirements before any contracts are approved. Contracts will 
also require final approval from the Minister of I lealth and Wellness. 

The contract approval process will ensure that all private facilities: 


Comply with the Alberta Government's 
principles for the health system and the 
Canada Health Act. 

Are accredited by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Alberta for 
all services to be provided; 

Demonstrate a clear public need for the 
services; 


Show that the service will clearly 
improve access to surgical procedures, 
reduce waiting lists and improve 
efficiency for Albertans; 

Prove that the service will be in the 
best interest of Albertans and the 
Alberta health system; and 
Comply with the requirement that there 
will be no facility fees or direct billing 
charged to Albertans for medically 
necessary services

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Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: My husband died two years ago, leaving me and 
our two children behind. I have met a wonderful man — also a 
widower with two kids -- and we plan to marry. Where should we 
start to build our new family? And could you identify the issues 
that are likely to be most difficult for us? 

I)R- DOBSON: I would strongly suggest that you get some 
outside help as you bring your two families together. It is 
extremely difficult to do that on your own, and for some people, 
it is impossible. If you can afford professional counseling from a 
marriage, family and child counselor who has dealt with blended 
families, it would be wise to get that assistance. A pastor also 
might be able to guide you, although there are some tough 
relationship issues to be handled by a professional who has "been 
there" before. 

One of your kids is likely to see your future husband as a 
usurper. When a mother or father dies or when a divorce occurs, 
one child often moves into the power vacuum left by the departing 
parent. That youngster becomes the surrogate spouse. I'm not 
referring to sexual matters; rather, that boy or girl becomes more 
mature than his or her years and relates to the remaining parent 
more as a peer. The status that comes with that supportive role 
is very seductive, and he or she is usually unwilling to give it up. 
The stepfather becomes a threat to that child. Much work must 
be done to bring them together. 

The kids' loyalty to the memory of their dad is another issue 
that requires sensitive handling. In their eyes, to welcome the 
newcomer with open arms would be an act of betrayal. That's 
certainly understandable, and something that must be worked 
through with your children. 

I would say the greatest problem you will face, however, is the 
way you and your husband will feel about your kids. Each of you 
is irrationally committed to your own; you're merely acquainted 
with the others. When fights and insults occur between the two 
sets of children, you will be tempted to be partial to those you 
brought into the world, and your husband will probably favor his 
own flesh and blood. The natural tendency is to let the blended 
family dissolve into armed camps - us against them. If the kids 
sense any tension between you and your husband over their 
clashes, they will exploit and exaggerate it to gain power over the 
other children. 

I have painted a worst-case scenario in order to prepare you for 
what could occur. Now let me encourage you. Many of these 
problems can be anticipated and lessened. Others can be avoided 
altogether. It is possible to blend families successfully and millions 
have done it. But the task is difficult, and you will need some help 
in pulling it off. 

** ** *♦ 

QUESTION: I am 21 and still at home. I am very comfortable 
there and plan to stay with my parents for a long time. Why not? 
Tell me why you think it is unwise to go on living where it is 
cheaper and easier than getting out on your own. 

DR. DOBSON: There are individual situations when it makes 
sense to live with your parents for a longer time, and maybe yours 
is one of them. I would caution you, however, not to overstay your 
welcome. That would not be in your best interests or those of your 
folks. Remaining too long under the parents' roof is not unlike an 
unborn baby who refuses to leave the womb. He has every reason 
to stay a while. It is warm and cozy there. All his needs are met 
in that stress-free environment. He doesn't have to work or study 
or discipline himself. 

But it would be crazy to stay beyond the nine months intended. 
He can't grow and learn without leaving the security of that place. 
His development will be arrested until he enters the arid world and 
takes a few whacks on his behind. It is to everyone's advantage, 
and especially to the welfare of his mother, that he slide on down 
the birth canal and get on with life. 

So it is in young adulthood. Until you cut the umbilical cord 
and begin providing for yourself, you will remain in a state of 
arrested development. Remaining at home with Mom and Dad is 
the perpetuation of childhood It may be time to put it behind you.

The computer system is funded through APLEN, the 
Alberta Public Library Electronic Network. The system links 
all the libraries in the Parkland Regional Library System 
from Carstairs in the south to Ponoka in the north, east to 
Forestburg and west to Nordegg. 

"With the database, anyone who has a membership here in 
Didsbury can take out books from any of these libraries," 
explained librarian-technologist Mark Fischer. 

Added to the increased selection of books, members also get 
the convenience of being able to return books, even ones 
borrowed from other libraries, to the library in Didsbury. 

Fischer, who has worked at the Didsbury Library for 24 
years, says there have been quite a few members who have 
borrowed books from the public library in Red Deer and said 
it was nice to be able to return them here in town. 

Fischer and other Library staff have been working on 
implementing the new system since mid-summer, because all 
of the books had to have new bar codes put on. 

Using the interlibrary system, members can go into the 
Didsbury Library and do a search for a specific book, and the 
computer will tell them which libraries stock that book and if 
it is currently available. They can then order books from other 
libraries to be shipped here, or if the book is out, they can put 
a hold on it and the system will notify them when it becomes 
available. Similar searches can also be done for other catego¬ 
ries such as author, subject or organization. 

Because of the APLEN funding, membership prices at the 
Library did not go up because of the new system. They are $10 
for a family, $5 for an adult, and $3 for students and seniors.

Prairie farm women’s crisis 
fund launched recently 


Fund will be awarded to 
projects initiated by charita¬ 
ble organizations in Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Manitoba and Alberta. 
Applications will soon be in 
the mail to women s organiza¬ 
tions in these areas. Priority 
will be given to projects in the 
most economically devastated 
areas, and ones that directly 
involve farm women in signifi¬ 
cant decision-making roles. 
Projects can be designed to: 

•fund networks helping 
farm women to come together, 
identify issues, provide sup¬ 
port and develop solutions;

The launch of the Prairie 
Farm Women's Crisis Fund 
was announced on Nov. 26 by 
Canadian Women’s Founda¬ 
tion (CWF) board member, 
Linda Ungar. Ungar is attend¬ 
ing the National Farm Wom¬ 
en's Conference, Vision 2020: 
Seeing our Future, in 
Saskatoon. 

CWF is seeding the fund 
with $30,000, and urgently 
asking for donations for the 
fund from individuals, corpo¬ 
rations and other foundations 
that want to demonstrate their 
concern and caring about the 


farm crisis. 

"CWF recognizes the devas¬ 
tating impact of the current 
farm crisis in the prairie prov¬ 
inces," said Ungar. 

"We honour the central role 
farm women play on their 
farms, in their families and 
communities. And we support 
their efforts to respond to this 
economic and social crisis. The 
fund is a symbol of our con¬ 
cern about the human and eco¬ 
nomic costs of the crisis, and a 
tribute to the strength of farm 
women. It is a way to show 
that we care." 

CWF is the first public foun¬ 
dation in Canada specifically 
designed to improve the lives 
of women and girls through 
economic and social change. 
The Foundation, which raises 
funds and makes grants to 
charitable projects, has 
awarded over $2.9 million dol¬ 
lars in grants to more than 
400 economic development and 
violence prevention projects 
across Canada since it started 
operating in 1991. 

Grants from the Crisis 


•provide information and 
increase accessibility of exist¬ 
ing services; 

•do outreach to farm 
women; 

•explore economic alterna¬ 
tives or identify economic de¬ 
velopment opportunities; 

•support anti-violence 
work and activities respond¬ 
ing to family stress. 

The human costs are stag¬ 
gering: 

•An Angus Reid Group sur¬ 
vey in August 1999 found that 
46% of prairie province farm¬ 
ers interviewed said that they 
would either "seriously con¬ 
sider getting out of farming” 
or "will have gotten out of 
farming" by next year. 

This means that, of the 
128,364 farms in the Prairie 
provinces, over 50,000 are 
thinking of getting out of farm¬ 
ing, or may be out of business 
by next year. 

•The Farm Safety Associa¬ 
tion says that the rate of sui¬ 
cide among farmers is rising, 
and is more than double that

"We know that the fund will 
not solve the farm crisis. The 
grants will, however, help 
farm women to get support, 
know what help is available to 
deal with the stresses, and 
begin to explore new economic 
possibilities. Most impor¬ 
tantly, it is a way to acknowl¬ 
edge that the hard work of 
farm women - paid and unpaid 
- matters to all of us."

The Alberta government is pleased with a ruling handed down 
by the United States International Trade Commission (ITC) 
stating that there is no evidence that imports of Canadian cattle 
have caused injury to U.S. cattle producers. 

The ruling means that Canadian cattle exports to the U.S. will 
no longer be subject to an anti-dumping duty. The provisional anti¬ 
dumping duty imposed in July will be removed and all duties 
collected since that time will be refunded, with interest, to 
Canadian cattle exporters. 

"This ruling confirms once again that Canadian cattle are 
traded fairly," says Ty Lund, Minister of Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. "It will end months of uncertainty over access 
to U.S. markets. But it is unfortunate the Canadian cattle 
industry, as well as government, had to spend a lot of time and 
money defending against these unfounded allegations." 

The anti-dumping investigation was one of two trade actions 
brought against Canada by the Ranchers-Cattlemen Action Legal 
Foundation (R-CALF). In an earlier ruling, the U.S. Department 
of Commerce (DOC) confirmed that the Canadian cattle industry 
did not receive sufficient subsidies from federal and provincial 
governments to justify imposing countervailing duties. 

The ruling ended the countervail investigation. 

"This anti-dumping ruling proves what we have said all along 
- the North American cattle industry is a single, fully integrated 
market," says Shirley McClellan, Minister of International and 
Intergovernmental Relations. "We will continue working closely 
with the Alberta cattle industry to facilitate two-way trade with 
the U.S. and address any remaining cross border trade issues."

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A "tag" team effort being made by CCIA soon 


By December 31, 2000, all 
beef cattle in Canada will be 
tagged through the Canadian 
Cattle Identification Program, 
administered by the Canadian 
Cattle Identification Agency 
(CCIA). This simple traceback 
system involves ear-tagging 
with approved tags by the time 
cattle leave their herd of origin. 
The tag stays with the animal 
until the carcass is inspected at 
the packing plant. 

"The CCIA is an incorporated 
agency with the mandate to de¬ 
velop and implement a system of 
individual identification 
traceback for beef cattle in 
Canada," says Cindy McCreath, 
CCIA communications coordi¬ 
nator. "In the 1920s, the federal 
government’s Health of Animals 
program identified and tagged 
individual animals to eradicate 
tuberculosis. From the 1940s to 
the 1980s animals were tagged 
to eradicate brucellosis About 
95% of Canada's cowherd was 
individually identified for 
traceback under this program 
until 1985. These numbers have 
slipped. By 1995, only about 
10% of the national beef cow¬ 
herd was identified for traceback. 
Issues arising around the world 
have re-established the need for 
a cattle ID and traceback pro¬ 
gram." 

A national ID program is es¬ 
sential to give industry and gov¬ 


ernment the capability to 
quickly respond to and contain 
a disease or food safety problem 
should the need arise. The in¬ 
formation will be secure and the 
CCIA will only provide access of 
those records to the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency in the 
event of a request for traceback 
for health or safety reasons. 

"Around the world, over 25 
countries are developing or al¬ 
ready have individual identifi¬ 
cation programs in place," adds 
McCreath. "Canada exports 50% 
of its beef and cattle production 
and this program will help safe¬ 
guard that growing interna¬ 
tional market. If a problem were 
to be detected, the tag allows a 
more efficient search to identify 
the source of the problem, by 
starting at both the point the 
problem was detected and at the 
herd of origin. Quick response 
is essential." 

For the individual identifica¬ 
tion program to work, a na¬ 
tional identification ear tag will 
be applied by the time an animal 
leaves the herd of origin. Num¬ 
bers will be assigned by the 
CCIA to approved tag manufac¬ 
turers. They will be distributed 
directly from manufacturers and 
through approved distributors. 

"Tag distributors will record 
the tag numbers given to pro¬ 
ducers and submit that infor¬ 
mation to the CCIA database," 


CWB says prairie 
farmers need 
immediate aid 

The CWB appealed Nov. 23 to the federal government to level 
the playing field between prairie farmers and their counter¬ 
parts in the United States and European Union by implement¬ 
ing sorely needed support programs. 

"Whether by accident or design, the domestic subsidization 
policies of the U.S. and the EU are putting their farmers at a 
considerable competitive advantage to Canadian farmers," 
CEO Greg Arason told the Standing Committee on Agriculture 
and Agri-Food in Ottawa. 

"Many western Canadian farmers, despite being as or more 
efficient than their U.S. or EU counterparts, are going broke. 
There is a pressing need for effective support programs to 
bridge the gap and help ensure the survival of Canadian 
farmers over the medium term," he said. 

Arason told the Standing Committee that strong growth is 
expected in world food demand and grain imports over the next 
five to 10 years, creating an opportunity for Canada to remain 
a major player in supplying food to the world. 

However, he said many producers may not remain in busi¬ 
ness long enough to realize the future opportunities. 

"In a recent survey of prairie farmers, 67% told us they 
expect their farm to lose money this year. Almost 50% said they 
will be out of business entirely if the next couple of years are 
the same as this year," said Arason. 

"It is very important that the federal government recognize 
these legitimate concerns and take appropriate action." 

Arason said the CWB intends to market all wheat and barley 
producers want to sell this year and will strive to obtain the 
best possible value for their grain. 

"Our objective is to maximize returns to producers and we 
are committed to seeking ways to reduce system costs to 
achieve the best return we can," he said. 

A copy of Arason's speaking notes and additional back¬ 
ground information will be posted in the CWB's website at 
www.cwb.ca. 

The CWB is the world's largest wheat and barley marketer. 
Headquartered in Winnipeg, Manitoba, it is one of Canada's 
biggest exporters and the largest net earner of foreign cur¬ 
rency. 

Marketing prairie-grown wheat and barley to over 70 coun¬ 
tries around the world, the CWB returns all sales revenue, less 
the costs of marketing, to farmers in western Canada. 


adds McCreath. "Producers will 
not be required to keep addi¬ 
tional records, although many 
will likely use the CCIA identifi¬ 
cation number for their own 
management records." 

The system is not being de¬ 
veloped to replace branding, 
however, coordination of ef¬ 
forts in this initiative is ex¬ 
pected. While the branding 
program is designed for track¬ 
ing ownership, primarily in 
the west, the CCIA program is 
being developed across Canada 
for health and safety 
traceback. 

"Tag retention trials have 
been successfully completed 
and in-plant trials of tag read¬ 
ability are on-going," says 
McCreath. 

In order for the program to 
be effective and maintain cred¬ 
ibility domestically and inter¬ 
nationally, all beef cattle must 
be identified. The goal is to 
have a cost efficient and effec¬ 
tive program supported by the 
industry implemented by De¬ 
cember 31, 2000. 

"Start-up funds for the CCIA 
were received through a grant 
from the Beef Industry Devel¬ 
opment Fund," continues 
McCreath. "Additional funds 
being used for trials and devel-

It was September of 1994. A 
young, sheepish looking boy 
walked into the Toronto Maple 
Leafs training camp hoping to 
crack the big leagues. Staring 
into the faces of all-stars Doug 
Gilmour, Mats Sundin, Mike 
Gartner and Felix Potvin, the 
rookie knew what challenges 
lay ahead. 

Now, a mere five years later, 
he captains the New York Is¬ 
landers. His name is Kenny 
Jonsson. He is 25 years old, and 
he is destined for greatness. 

After being drafted twelfth 
overall in the 1993 Entry Draft, 
then-Maple Leafs General Man¬ 
ager Cliff Fletcher branded him 
as the next "Borje Salming". 
Fletcher was wrong. Jonsson 
will be much better than 
Salming. 

The poised Swede is a leader 
on the ice for the Isles. He logs 
well over 30 minutes of ice time 
every game, and plays in every 
key situation. Regularly 
partnered with the big-hitting 
Rich Pilon, Jonsson demon¬ 


strates great skating skills and 
is always reliable in his own 
end. What puts him in the elite 
class is his remarkable ability 
to see the ice. Jonsson can read 
plays that are about to develop, 
enabling him to act quickly 
enough to either stop them on 
defence, or get in position on 
offence. 

Head Coach Butch Goring 
presented Jonsson with the cap¬ 
taincy role this season after the 
departure of Trevor Linden. 
Jonsson likes the new challenge, 
but realizes it's a never-ending 
learning process.

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Minister of Justice extends amnesty period 


The Honourable Anne 
McLellan, Minister of Justice and 
Attorney General of Canada, has 
announced that the amnesty for 
prohibited handguns and unreg¬ 
istered restricted firearms will he 
extended to January 1, 2001. 

Unregistered restricted fire¬ 
arms: 

The extension of the amnesty, 
which began December 1, 1998, 
provides an additional year for 
individuals, who are in posses¬ 
sion of unregistered restricted 
firearms, such as "forgotten" war 
trophies, to get them registered 
without fear of repercussion. 

The same applies to businesses 
newly regulated under the Fire¬ 
arms Act, such as theatres and 
Royal Canadian Legion 
Branches. 

Firearms in the restricted cat¬ 
egory include: non-prohibited 
handguns; non-prohibited fire¬ 


arms with a barrel less than 470 
mm and capable of discharging 
centre-fire ammunition in a semi¬ 
automatic manner; firearms able 
to be fired when (by folding or 
telescoping for example) to a 
length of less than 660 mm; other 
firearms declared restricted by 
regulations. 

During the amnesty period, 
individuals may register the fire¬ 
arm, or turn in the firearm to a 
police officer or firearms officer 
for destruction or disposal. 

In order to register, individu¬ 
als must first be licensed to pos¬ 
sess and acquire restricted fire¬ 
arms or have a valid Firearms 
Acquisition Certificate (FAC). If 
the owner does not get the proper 
licence, then he or she cannot 
qualify to own this class of fire¬ 
arm and must turn it over to a 
police officer or firearms officer. 

Businesses newly regulated 


under the Firearms Act that have 
unregistered restricted firearms 
must get the proper firearms 
business licence and have the 
firearms registered. 

Registration of prohibited 
handguns: 

In February 1995, the Gov¬ 
ernment announced its intent 
ion to ban certain handguns, 
often called "Saturday night spe¬ 
cials". This includes handguns 
with a barrel length of 105 mm or 
less and all .25 and .32 calibre 
models. The government made 
this decision because these easily 
concealable weapons threaten 
public safety. 

People who had already pur¬ 
chased these prohibited firearms 
by February 14, 1995 were able 
to take advantage of the 
"grandfathering" clause. This 
means that they can keep their 
handgun and trade among those 


with the same "grandfathered" 
privileges. 

Individuals who came into pos¬ 
session of "grandfathered" hand¬ 
guns (e.g. as part of an estate) but 
are not themselves 
"grandfathered", can sell them to 
a "grandfathered" owner. 

Persons and dealers who have 
these firearms but who have not 
been "grandfathered" now have 
more time to take appropriate 
action. Their options include: in¬ 
creasing the length of the barrel, 
exporting the firearm, deactivat¬ 
ing the firearm, selling or donat¬ 


ing it to a museum or turning it 
in to authorities. 

Non-"grandfathered" indi¬ 
viduals who purchased these 
handguns after February 14, 
1995, were told at the time of 
registration that they could not 
retain the firearms once the pro¬ 
hibition came into effect. 

All gun owners will have to 
be licensed to possess and/or 
acquire any type of firearm by 
Januaiy 1, 2001. Exceptions are 
if the firearm has been properly 
deactivated or if it is an antique 
under the law.
